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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1. 1 14. Applicant's submission filed on September 23, 2005, has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S. C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S. C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-6, 10-11, 13-17 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Twigg (US Pat. No. 5227954). 

See teachings, rationale and motivation stated in the non-final office action mailed May 

5. 2005. 
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Furthermore, it is noted by the Examiner that the limitation "device" is construed as fairly 
readable upon the parts 20, 20RF, 20RR, 24RF, 24RR, 20LR, 20LR, 24LF and 24LR taken 
together, such that the limitation "device mounted directly" is met by Twigg. 

5. Claims 3, 12 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Twigg (US Pat. No. 5227954) in view of Pitz et al (US Pat. No. 6240058 Bl). 

See teachings, rationale and motivation for combining teachings stated in the non- final 
office action mailed May 5, 2005. 

Furthermore, it is noted by the Examiner that the limitation "device" is construed as fairly 
readable upon the parts 20, 20RF, 20RR, 24RF, 24RR, 20LR, 20LR, 24LF and 24LR taken 
together, such that the limitation "device mounted directly" is met by Twigg.
